THOMAS ROLSTON 

Associate Professor of Music, University of Alberta 


Mr. Rolston is a native of Vancouver, 
B.C. where he received his early train¬ 
ing. He later studied in the United 
States and England on scholarships, 
being awarded major prizes for violin 
and chamber music playing, also ob¬ 
tained A.R.A.M. and L.R.S.M. diplomas. 
He played professionally with several 
leading Orchestras in England including 
Philharmonia, B.B.C. Symphony, Scottish 
National Orchestra. 

On his return to Canada in 1954 he 
became Assistant Leader of C.B.C. 
Chamber Orchestra in Vancouver. With 
his wife as partner, he has done much 
concertizing on both sides of the 
Atlantic as a violin-piano duo, including 
a tour of West Germany. 

In 1958 Mr. Rolston was appointed 
to the Staff of the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, and Associate Conductor 
and Concertmaster of the Edmonton 
Symphony Orchestra. 



He is actively engaged as Guest Instructor under the auspices of the 
Department of Extension, University of Alberta and the Banff School of 
Fine Arts, and is Leader of the University of Alberta String Quartet and 
the Alberta Arts Trio. 

He appeared with the Regina Symphony Orchestra in February of this 
year.

ALLAN RUMBELOW 

Born In Toronto, Mr. Rumbelow 
received his early education in Moose 
Jaw; later at the University of Sask. 
obtained his B.A., B.Ed., and Associate 
of Music. During post-graduate studies, 
he received his M.Ed. in Music, and is 
currently completing his Ph.D. in Musi¬ 
cology and Sociology at the University 
of Minnesota. 

Mr. Rumbelow taught academic high 
school for some fifteen years including 
nine years at Balfour Technical School 
in Regina. While residing in Regina he 
was conductor of the Regina Ladies' 

Choir, The Regina Lyric Light Opera 
Society, and Choirmaster and Organist 
at Carmichael United Church. He re¬ 
signed from Balfour in 1953 to go to 
Brandon as Supervisor of Music. While 
there he served as Organist and Choir¬ 
master at the Anglican Cathedral, and 
taught Music Education at Brandon 
College. In 1956 he was appointed Supervisor of Music for Edmonton Public 
School Board, which post he now holds. 


MR. ALFRED CARLSON 

Educated in Sweden* studied organ, 
piano and voice. Later devoted all time 
to accordion. Many outstanding student 
successes. Member of British Columbia 
R.M.T.A.; Vice-Pres., C.F.M.T.A., Editor 
B.C. Music Teachers' Bulletin; writer for 
accordion publications. Has prepared 
an accepted curriculum with accordion 
as a major. Has adjudicated many 
festivals in Western Canada and U.S., 
including Internationa! Band Festivals. 
Member, Board of B.C. Jeunesses Musi¬ 
cal, Community Arts Council; B.C. 
Music Competition Festival, etc., Lec¬ 
turer and Teacher.

Miss Cooil is a native of Maple 
Creek, Saskatchewan, where her early 
instruction was received. She later 
studied piano at the Royal Conservatory 
of Music with the late Paul Wells and 
with Mary MacKinnon Shore, where she 
obtained her Associateship in piano. 
Further piano study was with Miss Eva 
Clare in Winnipeg. 


She also studied organ with Mr. Hugh 
Bancroft, under whose instruction she 
obtained Associateship of the Royal 
College of Organists. She served as 
organist and choirleader for First Pres¬ 
byterian Church, Winnipeg, for twelve 
years and in similar capacity in other 
churches. 


Miss Cooil obtained an Associateship 
degree in singing under the tutelage of 
J. Roberto Wood. 


Miss Cooil has served as President of 
the Provincial Association of the Mani¬ 
toba Registered Music Teachers Association, Winnipeg Branch, and also of 
the Junior Musical Club of Winnipeg. She is currently a Vice-President of 
the Manitoba Music Educators' Association.

MR. FREDERICK CARTER 

Frederick Carter studied with Dr. 

Harold Watts, who had close connec¬ 
tions with Elgar and the 3 Choirs 
Festival, and later with Dr. Harold 
Darke, professor of organ at the Royal 
College of Music. Appointed assistant 
to Meredith Davies at St. Alban's 
Cathedral, and Conductor of the St. 

Alban's Musical Society. At present he 
is organist and master of the Choristers 
at Armagh Cathedral, and Conductor 
of the Portadown Philharmonic Society, 
and is a regular broadcaster on the 
B.B.C. service. As well as his work in 
the organ and choral fields he has built 
up a reputation as a teacher of piano¬ 
forte, and has specialized in lieder and 
sonata work in conjunction with well 
known artists in Northern Ireland. He 
is a Fellow of the Royal College of 
Organists and holder of the choir train¬ 
ing diploma of this college. Other 
appointments include Directorship of Music at Manor House School, and 
examiner for the Incorporated Guild of Church Music.

ROBERT IRWIN 
L.R.A.M. 

Robert Irwin is making his third tour 
of the Canadian Festivals — the first 
time was in 1957. 

He has been singing all his life, 
beginning in Dublin, Ireland, where he 
was born. He sang throughout the 
British Isles and the continent of Europe. 

He is one of the B.B.C.'s foremost 
commentators on music and his services 
as a festival adjudicator are in constant 
demand. 

Mr. Irwin sang as a boy in the choir 
of St. Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin. 

On reaching the age of 21, Irwin 
began his career as a baritone singer 
and for many years was well-known 
throughout his native land to concert 
and radio audiences. He also appeared 
with the world-famous Gate and Abbey 
Theatre Companies. 

In 1937 he met John McCormack, 
who encouraged him to go further afield. Soon after the outbreak of war, 
Mr. McCormack embarked on a tour of concerts in aid of the Red Cross 
and other war charities. Irwin was invited to take part as an assisting artist 
and with his famous fellow countryman, gave some forty concerts throughout 
Great Britain.
